T N 1901. Mrs. Nasmith had opened 
-*■ a studio for the teaching of Liter- 
ature, Expression, and Physical Edu- 
cation, but upon her return from 
abroad she felt how inadequate these 
quarters were in which to work out 
her ideas of education. 

"1 had in mind a school for .Cana- 
dians," she said "a school for tin de- 
velopment of the whole body and the 
whole mind. I confided in one of my 
friends, Mrs. Timothy Eaton, my de- 
sire, and she said, 'I will ask father 
(as she called her husband) to build 
you a school.' " 

She kept her word, .and through the 
generosity of the late Mr. Timothy 
Eaton and of Margaret Eaton, his 
•wife, the lovely building in North 
Street, Toronto, came into being in 
1907. 

Tlic work lias grown steadily with 
the years. A week before Dr. Bur- 
wash died he went to see the school, 
and looking round he said to Mrs. 
Nasmith: "We arc twenty years 

ahead of our time. As soon as the 
war is over this school will coinc into
